For  the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1945. 


The  Hospital  is  open  to  all  persons  residing  within  the  Parishes  of 
Paignton,  Stoke  Gabriel,  Galmpton  and  Marldon,  and  to  all  meeting  with 
accidents  within  the  boundaries  of  these  Parishes ,  those  able  to  do  so  paying 
for  or  towards  the  expenses  of  their  maintenance  at  the  Hospital. 


Chairman’s  Report. 


The  year  1945  has  been  another  year  of  progress  in  many 
directions.  It  has  been  a  year  of  hard  work  in  very  difficult 
circumstances  against  heavy  odds. 

The  greatest  difficulty  has  been  the  severe  shortage  of 
Staff — both  Nursing  and  Domestic.  This  has  been  so  critical, 
at  times,  as  to  necessitate  the  closing  of  certain  portions  of  the 
Hospital  and  reducing  the  number  of  beds  in  others.  Our 
sincerest  thanks  are  due  to  the  depleted  staffs  for  the  magnificent 
way  in  which  they  have  enabled  the  main  functions  of  the  Hospital 
to  be  carried  on  in  these  unusually  difficult  times. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties,  more  Patients  have  been 
admitted  than  in  any  previous  year. 

Increased  interest  in  the  Paignton  and  District  Hospital 
is  shown  by  the  new  record  obtained  by  the  Contributory  Scheme. 
For  the  year  under  review,  the  Hospital  benefited  to  the  extent 
of  ^1,725 — a  wonderful  effort  by  the  Contributory  Scheme 
Committee  and  their  helpers  which  merits  our  profound  gratitude. 

The  Torbay  Country  Golf  Club  have  also  passed  last  year’s 
record  with  a  donation  of  ^225  towards  the  Equipment  Fund. 
Over  ^800  has  now  been  collected  by  the  Golf  Club,  and  the 
Committee  deeply  appreciate  their  grand  and  continued  effort. 
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Our  thanks,  too,  are  once  again  due  to  Mr.  J.  Sutton  for 
organising  the  Alexandra'  Rose  Day.  This  year  the  Hospital 
received  the  grand  total  of  ^231  19s.  5d.  from  this  source.

Two  new  Members  were  elected  to  the  Management  Com¬ 
mittee — Major  W.  N.  Couldrey  and  Mr.  R.  T.  Letcher. 

We  greatly  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of  Dr.  R.  A.  P. 
Hill,  for  many  years  the  Hospital’s  Honorary  Cardiologist,  and 
we  wish  to  place  on  record  the  Hospital’s  deep  appreciation  of 
his  services. 

We  welcome  the  return  from  the  Forces  of  Dr.  Bradbury  and 
Dr.  Wall,  who  are  doing  duty  once  again  as  Members  of  the 
Medical  Staff. 

Dr.  Paul  Gibson  and  Dr.  Marjorie  Brown  have  joined  the 
Honorary  Consultant  Staff  during  the  past  year. 

We  very  much  regret  that  owing  to  ill-health  the  Box 
Secretary,  Mr.  A.  S.  Williams,  was  compelled  to  resign,  and  we 
are  grateful  to  Mr.  W.  Middleton  for  undertaking  this  work. 
Mr.  Williams  rendered  very  real  service  to  the  Hospital  in  looking 
after  the  various  Boxes  throughout  the  district,  and  his  services 
are  greatly  appreciated. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  a  new  Social  feature  in 
connection  with  the  Hospital,  namely,  the  Hospital  Ball.  This 
was  an  unqualified  success,  both  socially  and  financially.  We 
are  very  grateful  to  all  those  who  helped  to  make  it  so.  We  hope 
that  this  will  become  an  annual  event. 

One  again  we  have  to  record  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Jack  Baker 
and  all  those  connected  with  his  Pantomime  Production  for 
allowing  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  to  be  allotted  to  the  Hospital 
funds.  I  had  the  honour,  on  behalf  of  the  Management  Com¬ 
mittee,  of  receiving  a  cheque  for  ^100. 

We  owe  a  very  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  following  : — 
The  Medical  Staff  (Honorary  and  Consultant)  for  their  skilful  and 
untiring  services. 

The  Matron,  Sisters  and  Nursing  Staff,  for  their  patience 
and  devotion  in  carrying  out  their  duties,  often  in  very  difficult 
circumstances. 

The  Ladies’  Linen  Guild,  for  their  continued  interest  and 
practical  aid. 

The  Annual  Subscribers  and  Donors  of  sums  of  money,  who 
have  so  generously  supported  the  Hospital’s  work  with  their 
financial  aid  during  the  past  year. 
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The  Members  of  the  Ambulance  and  Nursing  Divisions  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross,  for 
their  services  throughout  the  year.  Also  the  numerous  voluntary 
workers  who  have  devoted  so  much  of  their  spare  time  to  assisting 
in  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  Extension  Whist  Drive,  for  the  much-appreciated 
results  of  their  continued  efforts,  which  up  to  date  have  resulted 
in  over  y'2,000  being  raised  for  the  Hospital. 

The  Honorary  Auditors,  Messrs.  Fieldings,  for  their  generous 
help  in  auditing  our  Accounts. 

The  Press,  for  allowing  us  the  use  of  their  valued  publicity. 

The  Clergy,  for  their  ceaseless  care  of  the  spiritual  welfare 
of  the  Patients  ;  also  for  arranging  for  Church  collections  to  be 
made  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital,  which  have  resulted  in  ^107 
being  added  to  the  funds. 

We  welcome  the  return  of  our  Secretary,  Mr.  Rosser,  from 
H.M.  Forces,  and  in  doing  so  express  our  regret  at  the  departure 
of  Miss  Butland,  whose  work  in  the  capacity  of  Acting  Secretary 
during  the  war  years  had  gained  our  appreciation  and  gratitude. 

At  the  time  of  writing  up  this  Annual  Report,  our  minds 
are  naturally  pre-occupied  by  the  recently-published  Ministry  of 
Health  Survey  of  the  Hospital  Services  of  the  South-West,  in 
which  the  Surveyors  say  of  the  Paignton  Hospital  : — 

“  Geographical  considerations  suggest  that  the  following 

“Hospitals  are  not  essential  to  the  service,  but  we  realise 

“that  there  may  be  local  reasons  why  some  of  them  should 

“be  retained  as  Local  Hospitals/’ 

Seven  Hospitals  are  then  named,  of  which  Paignton  is  the 
only  one  which  it  is  suggested  should  be  closed.,  the  Surveyors 
remarking  : — ' “  Paignton  and  District  Hospital  is  so  near  the 
Torbay  Hospital  that  we  see  no  reason  why  it  should  be  main¬ 
tained,  and  we  do  not  support  proposals  to  re-build  it.” 

This  is  the  suggested  fate  of  our  Hospital  after  over  fifty 
years  of  faithful  service  to  the  needs  of  the  community. 

In  1891,  through  the  munificence  of  the  late  Sir  Mortimer 
and  Mr.  Washington  Singer,  the  Paignton  Hospital  was  opened, 
and  although  in  the  first  instance  it  only  contained  12  beds,  there 
are  now  50  beds,  including  a  Maternity  Department.  There  are, 
in  addition,  Casualty  and  X-Ray  Departments  ;  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat,  Ophthalmic,  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  ;  Massage  and 
Electrical  Department,  and  Orthopaedic  Department. 

In  1891,  36  In-Patients  were  treated. 

In  1945,  1,056  In-Patients  were  treated.
